Heat Under Water Is Oppressive as Electric

Correanondence of the Aspociated Press. 
THE HAGUE, Nov. 11.—A letter tell- 


ing of an attack by the German sub- 
marine, U-26, upon an unmentioned Brit- 
ish warship is published by The Zeit. It 
begins with preparations for the expe- 
dition two hours before midnight,“ in 
order to make a strike at dawn. The 
letter, said to have been written by a 


member of the crew of the attacking 
boat, follows: 

“Around the heavy granite rocks of 
the long pier, monstrously black in the 
dark night, the storm sweeps up the wa- 
ter of the North Sea in angry waves. 
Inside the pier the water lifts up our 
submarine jn the regular motion of 
heavy waves. Everything is pitch dark. 
The fact that many people are hurry- 
ing about on deck is only shown by the 
somber figures who now and then pass 
in front of the single lantern. From out 
of the engine room, already under wa- 
ter, there arises the sound of heavy 
pounding and the weird crackling of the 
engines which are being tried out. 

U-26 Gets Under Way. 

“At 10:3 there is a shrill whistle from 
the little bridge which stands high 
above the submarine and which is cov- 
ered with heavy canvas. The officer 
in command, dressed in his oll skins, 
gives the sign of departure. The cables 
loosened. A short, sharp signal to 
tae engine room, the sudden whirr as 


way. The sharp bow plows through the 
water. On both sides of the ship long 
waves are formed, shimmering with 
light foam in the blackness of the sea. 
We move in a westerly direction. We 
are going toward the enemy. The heav- 
ens are covered with clouds. Not a star 
is visible. A few feet away from the 
boat nothing is noticeable at all. The 
commander with his experienced eye 
tries in vain to penetrate through this 
wall of solid blackness. The wind is 
from aside and.the bridge is entirely 
No noise is heard, 


motor and the swish of the water pags- 
ing along our sides. 

“The earliest signe of dawn appear 
when suddenly in the near distance 
there is the sight of a heavy bulk 
swinging high above us upon the sur- 


the motor catches and the U-26 is under 


a pont. 


entrance through the combned bridge 
and conning tower is hermetically 
closed. The tanks are opened and the 
in-rushing waters tells us that the boat 
is about to submerge. The gasoline mo- 
tors stop their endless song. Electricity 
will drive us from now until we re- 
appear upon the water. 

“A young lieutenant is posted at the 
periscope and looks for the enemy. The 
sailors take their position near the tor- 
redoes. The interior of the boat is 
lighted with two small electric bulbs. 
They make the darkness visible, but 
give no light. Every here and there is 
u stale smell of oil. It is impossible to 
peak to each other with the noise of 
the engine and of the water. The heat 
in the small room is oppressive. 

From time to time the officer in com- 
mand of the three torpedoes looks at his 
watch or with his compass, both of 
which he carries around his wrist. In- 
tently the men all watch the sign. board 
on the wall in front of them.. The storm 
which is raging upon the surface makes 
itself felt in the depths. Every motion 
of the water causes the boat to rock up 
and down and up and down. 

First Torpedo Is Launched. 

“We think of the advantage of the 
man on board a warship. If his time 
comes he can go down with a last loo« 
at the happy sun and the blue sky. 
We see nething, hear nothing. If the 
boat is to go down we shall all suffo- 
‘cate in the darkness under water. Sud- 
denly we all jump and forget heat an‘ 
bad air and discomfort. In small, light- 
ed letters the sign board says: ‘Atten- 
tion!’ The officer in command holds the 
lever which will release the first tor- 
pedo. The sailors make ready to launch 
the second one as soon as the first shal! 
have gone. A few seconds passing we 
must be very near the enemy. Sud- 
denly the first sign disappears; half a 
second later the red glowing letters 
say: ‘Fire!’ With a single jerk the lever 
releases the torpedo. A short metallic 
click, the noise of the water rushing 
into the empty tube and all is over. 
The second torpedo it at once pushed 
into the tube. A few seconds later and 
the interior of the submarine looks as 
before the attack began. 

But what of the first torpedo? Did 
she reach her goal? Instinctively we 
have all kept count—10 meters, 30 me- 
ters, 300-400. Under water no sound 
penetrates. We hear only the noise of 
our engines. We wait. Nothing han- 
pens, Then, suddenly, we are all thrown 
together by the jerky movement of the 
Twice or three times more we 
feel that we have Hanged our course 
very abruptly. 

“Then the boat rolls as before. The 
regular purring of the enrines is heard. 
Our submarine is rapidly moving east- 
ward. 7

The Jason had a rough trip, but she 
vame through without accident.

SONEAR THAT MEN | 
EXCHANGE PAPERS} 


French Newspaper Writers, 
Conducted by General, View 
Underground Corridors. 


PARIS, Nov. 24.—The General in com- 
mand of thé troops along the battle line 
of the allies between the Oise and the 
Somme assigned a staff officer, says a 
diapatch to the Havas Agency, to show 
16 French newspaper writers something 
of the military ‘operations. 

When we approached the firing zone,“ 
says the dispatch, “we descended into 
the main trenches, connected by a sys- 
tem of cuts. We followed a big trench 
as it wound up a slope for two and a 
nalf miles, while the nolse of musketry 
came nearer and néarer. We were ex- 
changing our new and thrilling impres- 
sidns when our guide told us that we 
must be silent. 

»The enemy can hear us,’ he said. 

“We had arrived on the first firing 
line. The crashing voice of three-inch 
guns, which we had left behind as we 
advanced was now almost obliterated by 
the nearer and quicker staccato reports 
of the machine guns and rifies. At a 
distance of 100 yards was a gray wind- 
ing ridge of earth, the advance line of 
the enemy’s trenches. 

„Here, face to face and within rangé 
of each other’s forces, men were shoot- 
ing each other down pointblank, while 
from every ledge and every mound, 
covered with four inches of snow, un- 
seen batteries completed the turmoil of 
war. : 

Head Signal for Shots. 

Here and there a head arises cau- 
tiously above a white-erested trench. 
There are six quick shots and ‘then the 
head disappears as though swallowed | 
by a sea of snow. This is all the spéc- | 
tators see of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of men in the burrows who are 
ready to issue. forth at the slightest 
alarm. 

The vast chambers, roofed over with 
the branches of trees and with. stout 
wooden. pillars in front supporting sacks 
of earth, 
from shells and the weather. These 
are underground forts for modern. war- 
fare; with sanitary ditches, kitchens, 
mess and bunks for the riflemen await- 
tng their turn on the firing line. 

In front rises an ancient windmill, 
neutralized without the form of an 
armistice. Farther on the trenches are 
so near each other that the Germans 
and French exchange newspapers. 

General Won Strap. 

“Complicated barbed-wire detfenses 

protect the trenches here from surprise. 
At a converging point on one spot stands 
a building at the walls of which the 
enemies arrived at the same time, and 
a German rifieman, breaking a hole 
through a wall, thrust a bayonet under 
the nose of a French sentinel. 
This is the spot where the situation 
was critical for the French 10 days ago 
and where a...Brigadier-General in a 
brilliant action saved the day and 
galned the strap of a General command 
ing an army. 

“To the right and to the left, black 
clouds from bursting German shells are 
interspersed with chimney stacks, from 
which the smoké of industry curls up 
as in days of peace. Further down the 
line appear the crumbling ruins of Ar- 
ras, where the war has been more piti- 
less and where no industrial “building 
remains standing. 

At nightfall the humble village of 
Quésnoy, with its ruins standing like 
phantoms, marks the scene of a for- 
midable clash, Which will, make the 
place historic. The town now eis noth- 
ing but a heap of stones and smoking 
ruins, in the midst of which are seen 
the narrow trenches from which the 
Germans resisted tle onslaughts and 
which now contain thé heroic dead. 

“Twenty-five batteries played upon 
these trenches while 15 battalions, by 
echelons, (zig-zag formations) charged 
with bayonets to a mighty chorus of 
‘Vive la France!’ 


Quesnoy Cost 8000 Lives 
“A formidable fusillade and machine 


gun fire stopped the onrush, but half 
the ground had been gained. The next 
day the batteries redpened and the in- 
fantry line charged again, this time 
carrying the trenchés and chasing the 
Germans from the position. Quesnoy 
had cost the French 2000 men, and the 
Germans lost 6000 men. 

“From Arras, where the German shells 
still rage, though little remains to be 
destroyed, to the Bassee Canal, a tug 
of war continues across the same dead 
ine as during the last three months. 
Over this line bullets whistle and shells 
screach unceasingly,. and dark clouds 
that mark the target of the German 
heavy artillery stand out in gruesome 
relief against a background of snow. 

“Here it becomes apparent that, 
though the trenches are close, the real 
zone of battalion action has a width 
of. from four to eight miles, the ais- 
placement of which easily. can be fol- 
lowed by the scars left everywhere by 
the great storm of shot and éhell.. 

„Abandoned trenches show the earlier 
fiuctuations in the line, While recent 
changes are dotted with a white blanket 
of snow and by the deep excavations 
made by the larger caliber shells.”

trograd, it seems plain that Russia 
has for the thita time checked a 
considerable German otfensive, and, 
temporarily at least, transformed it 
into a retreat. In a.similar way in 
October the German thrust at the 
Niemen was repulsed, and in Novem- 
ber that at Warsaw. 

Looking at the story of these three 
invasions,’ it seems clear that they 
have all ‘failed because, after con- 
siderable success and real progress, 
the Germans were unable to retain 
the advantage of superior numbers 
at the decisive point. As their armies 
proceedéd in Russian territory, Rus- 
sian armies before them regularly 
increased until no advantage in 
edulpment, in generaiship, in train- 
ing, could counterbalance the pon- 
derous bulk of the Slav, whose arm- 
ies presently became inexpungable in 
his front and began to overfiow his 
flanks: : 

Now Bernhardi, who is quotable on 
all oceasions and frequently is invalu- 
able, says in his book on German 
war-making that Napoleon, after 
having long and brilliantly defeated 
supérior with inferior armies, en- 
dea vored to enforce local victories 
when his numbers had begun to be 
inadequate for the purpose. This 
caused the ruin of his 1814 campaign. 


Russia Dominates War. 
Le at the eastern campaign, 


it is difficult not to feel that slowly 
but steadily the growing volume of 
Russian numbers is making all in- 
cidental victories insignificant in re- 
lation to the campaign. As far back 
as Sept. 1, Gen. von Hindenburg 
won at Tannenberg the most com- 
plete victory Burope had seen since 
Waterloo. A quarter of a mill 
Russians were captured or kill 
about twice the number Napoleon 
took to Beigium in 1815. But hardly 
a month later, new Russian masses 
‘came’ back in East Prussia. 

More and more Russia holds the 
attention of the world in this great 
conflict, and rightly so. In the west 
the relative narrowness of the battle 
front, together with the topographi- 
cal circumstances, the mountains and 
rough country, have contributed to 
produce a deadlock. From Switzer- 
land to the North Sea between 4,000,- 
000 and 5,000,000 men are facing each 
other on lines long held, and appar- 
ently to be broken only by § siege. 

German Effort at Maximum. 

Thanks to the inipetus of the origi- 
nal thrust, too, Germany still stands 
far within the territory. of her op- 
ponénts, and an invasion of the 
Rhineland from France or Bélgium 
still. remains the, remote dream of 
optimistic patriotic journals. For 
many months, it is reasonable to be- 
lieve, Beigium will remain in Ger- 
man hands, and it is even conceiv- 
able that Germany .may still make 
slight progréas. toward. the West. 

Qn the whole. however, it would 
seem that German military effort in 
the West is about at its maximum. 
A variety of circumstances combine 
to warrant the conclusion that the 
number now wearing the Kaiser's 
uniform in the West is not Mkely. to 
be largely increased, save from the 
eastern frontier, If there should be a 
decisive victory in this quarter. 

Such being the case, it is ot ut- 
most interest to note that in the 
Bast the German armies seem un- 
equay to their task, unequal in the 
sense that thay are too few to make 
victory decisive or carry a sudden 
and admirably planned invasion to 
its logical coriclusion. In sum, the 
German campaign in Poland more 
and more gives the impression of the 
magnificent: use of a few men to do 
the work of many. But gradually 
the success of the few is ‘circum- 
scribea. 

If the troops in the West are now 
unable to do more than maintain 
their linés, if ‘they are not in No- 


vember able to force a way throug: 
their opponents’ line, it. is plain that 
in February, when the bulk of 
Kitchener's million begins to reach 
France, all chance of this will be 
lost. But what of the general proe- 
pect of the war, if the German num- 
bers in the East are also showing a 
similar inability not only to defend 
thé frontier, but also to win a cam- 
paign, maintain an advantage, in 
Lostile territory? 
Heavy Drain on Germany. 

It is manifestly easy to talk about 
German exhaustion. Yet more and 
more evidence is accumulating 
which tends to prove that, in her 
first great effort. Germany éxpended - 
far more of her military resources 
than was supposed in the early days 
of the war. Thus, a correspondent 
writes to point out that five or six 
German battle flags captured by the 
French in late August or early Sep- 
tember, and photographed as they 
were taken to the Invalides in Paris, 
were Landwehr flage—that is, de- 
longed to the second line. A séc- 
ond letter today makes the same 
comment upon a banner belonging 
to the Anhalt-Dessau Regiment, 
Fourth Corps. 

But tf Germany put her landwehr. 
as well as her first line, into the 
Marne campaign in August, her re- 
sources in November are by just this 
much reduced. Taking these signs 
for what they may be worth, it is 
proper to emphasize the rapid growth 
of Russian strength in the East. 
German official reports themsetves 
are beginning to refer to failure of 
individual undertakings, because of 
Russian superiority of numbers, with 
some frequency. 

It is equally reasonable to conelude. 
then, as Berlin reports have suggest- 
ed, that the complete failure of the 
latest of Von ‘Hindenburg’s offen- 
sive, a failure by no means here 
yet, will be followed by the immedia- 
ate recession of the German line in 
the east. That the Russians beliéve 
it will mean the loss of East Prus- 
sia is plain from the fashion in whith 
they continue to force their iriva- 
sion there, for the moment subordi- 
nating their Galician campaign. 

Valine of East Prussia. — 

The loss of East Prussia, with 
West Prussia east of the Vistula, 
would be a disaster for Germany not 
to be compensated for by any pos- 
session of Belgium. East Prussia is 
in a very real sense one of the most 
loyal and valuable of old Pruésian 
lands; won from the Slavs by the 
Teutonic order. It is ineluded in the 
New Poland which Russia promises 
to create when victory comes. It 16 
one of the greatest of the agricultural 
provinces and supplies some of the 
sturdiest of German recruits. It Was 
terribly ravaged in August. Redceu- 
pied, or even devastated. again by a 
Cossack conquest, it would become 
a liability to an empire now in a 
death grapple ‘with thrée atéat na- 
tions. | 

The moral . ofa Russian con- 
quest of East Prussia upon Berlin, 
upon Germany, would be difficult to 
exaggerate. In August the. Kaiser 
risked his Marne campaign to save 
his East Prussia, and lost along the 
Marne to win among the Masuriah 
lakes. A long series of allied vie- 
tories in the West would not néces- 
sarily bring French or British troops 
to German soil. Russian troops now 
are on German soil, and a dectaive 
repulse in Poland might cost the 

Kaiser East Prussia for all time. 

If the German armies have not yet 
reached their maximum, it is hardly 
to be questioned that they have néar- 
ly touched that point. Many observ- 
ers have already begun to believe 
they have passed it. In such a t- 
uation, failure in Poland, retreat in 
East Prussia and a deadlock in the 
West, with the additional fact that 
neither in the East nor the West 
have the allies touched their maxt- 
mum, there are circumstances grave 
enough to suggest that, at the least, 
a German recoil in the East and 
West may be at hand.

FRENCH REFUGEE 


SHIP SUNK BY A 
GERMAN TORPEDO 


British Admiralty Tells of Dis- 
aster in Which 40 of 2000 
Persons Aboard Were Lost. 


LONDON, Nov, %.—The French steam- 
er Amiral Ganteaume, which was sunk |

NEW YORK ASSASSINATED 


Witness Against Combine Shot 
by Two Men Who Escape in 
Auto. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—A conspiracy 
somewhat similar to that which resulted 
in the murder of.Gambler Herman Ro- 
senthal was back of the assassination 
last night of Bernard Baff, a wealthy 

poultry, dealer, the police say. 

Baff was shot and killed by two men, 
who escaped in a waiting automobile. 
He was lured to his death by a decoy 
message brought to his place of busi- 
ess in Washington Market by a young 
man. The message gave false notice of 
an appointment he wag expecting. On 
-his way to the place named in the mes- 
sage he was shot down. The assassins 
fired but twice and fled. 

Detectives learned that Baff had been

Most people get very little thrill when 
they learn that a few hundred English- 
men with a machine-gun chased a few 
hundred Turks or Germans. or Africa" 
Savages out of some place with an un- 
pronouncable name, located in some 
country of which they never heard, We 
are scarcely to be blamed for our ig- 
norance of African and Asiatic geogra- 
phy. There hae been, hitherto, no rea- 
son why we should know anything 
about it. 

But the English achleved something 
really substantial yesterday when they 
drove the Turks out of Basra. Basra, 
with the district immediately around it. 
controla the head of the Persian Gulf. 
the navigation of the rivers Tigris and 
Buphrates, and the coast road down the 
valleys of those rivers into Persia and 
India. This is the logical spot for tha 
exit of the Bagdad Railway, and despite 
the diplomatic promises that that rat 
way will extend only to Bagdad, which 
is a good way from the coast, any Ger- 
man map printed in recent years (lik. 
the one sold ordinarily to schools) ex- 
tends the Bagdad Railway to Basra. A 
few hundred men, therefore, under the 
dommand Lrobably of some unknown of- 
ficer of very little rank, has taken pos- 
session for England of the head of the 
Persian Gulf, of its navigation and ita 
roads. They will, of course, proceed t 
fortify it. Guns will be sent them, amu 
within a few weeks nothing short of a 
considerable army will be able to take 
that post. That is a substantial result, 
which may in the long run be more sig- 
nificant than the whole . | thus 
far fought n, France. 

Leng Planning Shown. 

The English have also sent some gun- 
boats and some Indian troops to seize 
ports and islands at the entrance of the 
Persian Gulf. They have long known 
the exact points which they wished to 
control, and when the war broke out 
they immediately took measures to an- 
nex them, and those efforts have just 
been crowned with complete success. 

In the sted Sea there are a number of 
islands on the Arabian shore, and a 
good many points in Turkish posses- 
sions, upon which the English have had 
designs for a long time. The mouth of 
the Red Sea the English have long 
held, but there were a number of sub 
sidiary positions which might conceiv- 
ably possess importance, in case it were 
necessary to defend the Red Sea and 
close it. The English completed last 
week the seizure of these points. 

In West Africa, along the Gold Coast, 
you will see, if you look at the map, a 
ttle German colony, tucked in between 
the English and French colonies, called 
Togo Land. This very small district 
on the map was insignificant compared 
to the great extent of German South- 
west Africa, but its trade is valuable 
and it furnished the Germans a coal- 
ing station, a military station, a wire- 
less telegraph station, in a plade where 
the English and French found them ob- 
noxiéus. The war had not been in ex- 
istence but a few days when the En- 
glish took possession of Togo Land. 

In East Africa the Germans have a 
considerable colony, and with a great 
deal of energy they have extended its 
bounds to include many of the impor- 
tant strategic points in the lake region. 
Among other points they managed to 
get possession of the most convenient 
routes for the Cape-to-Cairo Railway, 
and have steadfastly declined to allow 
the English to complete that road. 
When the war broke out the English 
lost no time. Small parties proceeded 
to annex what England wanted most. 
Some British ships, and very small ones, 
too, bombarded and destroyed the chief 
German port, with its equipment of 
wireless, and in general drew the fangs 
from the Germans in East Africa.

Must Hold Positions. — 

In the long run the British Empire 
is going to be defehded in France, rath- 
er than in Egypt or in Persia. In the 
long run a German army victorious in 
Europe will make short work of the 
strategic points which England holds 
between Europe and India. But the 
English have to deal in the meantime 
with the Turk, and with internal 
troubles in the British domain, and 
they must be at the same time pre- 
pared to hold the military positions in 
the empire with absolutely the minimum 
of strength in order to send the effec- 
tive troops to fight the real battle for 
the empire in Burope, where alone it 
oan be wen end where signe 1 may be 
lost. 

The success of these operations, there- 
fore, will depend upon the promptitude 
with which they seite important points, 
the promptitude and efficiency with 
which they fortify and garrison them. 
This defense, they expect, will be en- 
tirely adequate to guard against a sur- 
prise, a swift invasion by the Turks, or 
a German detachment in the fields of 
Europe, and sufficient to maintain con- 
trol in case of internal revolutions. © Al) 
these apparently minor and insignificant 
movements are really a part of the 
great plan by which the Triple Entente 
hopes eventually to insure the victory.

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E. A. Faust Says No Unusual 
Action Will Be Taken While 
Money Is Tight. 


Music lovers of St. Louis, who had 
planned for an active campaign to get 
‘the additional money needed for the 
erection of a $350,000 opera house here, 
have decided to delay any unusual. ac- 
tion for a time, according to Edward 
A. Faust, chairman of the Executive 
Board of the Grand Opera Committee. 
Some of the members of the committee 
thought the great interest shown by 
the public in the season just closed 
made this a most opportune time to 
try to complete the fund toward which 
about $100,000 has now been subscribed 
in addition to the possibility of reviving 
the $60,000 offer made by the late Adol- 
phus Busch. 

Vice-Chairman Faust, however, said 
that a canvass of the situation showed 
that in view of the uncertainty regard- 
ing the effects of the war, the limited 
dealings in securities and the tightness 
of money the final move toward the 
completion of the opera house fund 
would be delayed at least until spring. 

The grand opera committee must de- 
pend entirely upon subscriptions for 
the building as it has no permanent 
fund at its disposal. It has not been 
the custom of the committee to at- 
tempt to seek any of the profits from 
successful seasons, but it has confined 
its efforts to guaranteeing the promot- 
ers of operas against loss and to arous- 
ing the interest of the tain aa 


No Profit for Comm 
On two occasions during 18 . sea - 


son, crowds were unable to get seats 
at the Odeon and the house was al- 
Ways packed in the evening. This led 
some followers of opera to suppose that 
the season would show a handsome 
profit for the committee, but members 
of the executive board. state that the 
eommittee will get nothing. 

No réport upon the financial outcome 
of the opera season is, as yet, obtain- 
able. During the last five years it has 
not been the custom of the men finan- 
clally interested in the opera to make 
the figures public. The only indica- 
tion that the seasons may have been 
profitable to the manager is the fact 
that.on no occasion have the guarantors 
been obliged to meet any deficit with 
the exception of one year. Upon that 
occasion, toward the close of the season, 
several of the committee members pur- 
chased $100 worth of tickets each to 
ward against, what seemed, a possible 
deficit. 

y Golterman, a member of the com- 
mittee, who has had control of the 
finances, says that he expects to make 
a report to the committee within a fe. 
days. Vice-chairman Faust when asked 
regarding the reputed financial suc- 
cess of the opera season, said: 

The opera committee has never in- 
terested itself in the financial affairs 
of the opera excepting that it stood 
ready to make good any loss. Golter- 
man has been a hardworking, success- 
ful manager and the committee is only 
too pleased if he gets a profit out of 
his work. I do not know what this sea- 
son will show, but I hope Golterman 
made money. I would be glad if the 
profit was $10,000. 


Public Must Be Aroused. 
“We have never considered the idea 


of seeking any profit to bulld up a fund 
that might go to help the succeeding 
season. We have always felt lucky 
not to be called upon to make a deficit 
good. 

Tom Randolph, a member of the Grand 
Opera Committee, gaid he did not believe 
there had been much profit on most of 
the seasons. 

“If the public becomes aroused to the 
desirability of a high-class opera sea- 
son, he added, and there appeared 
any prospect of large profits, it might 
be an excellént thing to consider the 
establishment. of some permanent fund. 
The idéa of such a fund might add to 
| the popular interest.”’ 

Golterman whén asked if he could es- 
timate the receipts and expenses for 
the season said that it has. not been 
the custom to make any statement. He 
said that he now has an auditor at 
work upon a report and that at the 
cdining meeting of the committee it will 
be for the members to decide if they 
wish the figures made public. 

When asked regarding the result of 
other seasons, he said: 

There have beer no profits to speak 
of. This year in addition to the original 
cost of the company we increased the 
orchestra and chorus, paid large sal- 
aries to several added stars and had 
other heavy expenses. Some portions of 
my report may surprise the commit- 
tee, but I do not feel at liberty to make 
any statément.’’

or,” replied Baldwin.

fat Sing Sing—and he himself says that complete 
success does not seem possible under existing 


circumstances—he belongs to a type from which it 
is as refreshing as it is unusual to see a prison 
warden selected. 

The fact that he is a millionaire and 8 
to preferment for the sake of its emoluments is 
but one of several facts removing the appoint- 
ment from any suspicion of having been dictated 
by ordinary political reasons. As chairman of 
the New York Commission on Prison Reform, he 
has already brought about improvements at the 
Auburn prison. He has devoted much time and 
money to philanthropy and social and political 
betterments.

The administration of its prisons has in 
Feneral in the past been deeply discreditable 
to New York. There has not only been the 
handicap of disgraceful physical conditions and 
inadequate legislation, but there has been too 
often a lack of plain and ordinary intelli- 
gence. The effect of this upon the human 
beings held as prisoners by the State has been 
most deplorable, resulting not only in unpar- 
donable injustice during imprisonment, but 
also in the yearly return to society of many 
hundreds of men less able to get along in 
the world than when they were first sen- 
tenced. 

Disgraceful physical conditions, injustice and 
cruelty to inmates, lack of ordinary intelligence 
‘and a failure to equip offenders for a re-entry 
into society cause many other prisons to be “deep- 
ly discreditable” to the states in which they are 
located. To whom is the problem committed in 
those states? Not to an Osborne. Generally to 
some man of small capacity, selected, not because 
of ‘any qualifications for reclaiming delinquent 
humanity, but because of some cheap form of po- 
litical service rendered to the appointing power.

Reopening of Stock Exchange} Gener 
Next Saturday Causes Invest- 
ment Buying. 


New York Exchange Makes 
Rule on Bond Buying. 

NEW YORK, Nov. %.—Détails 
concerning the reopening of the 
Stock Exchange next Saturday, for 
restricted dealings in bonds, be- 
came known today. It is proposed 
to group the varſous issues under 
their proper classes, such as state, 
municipal, railroads, industrials and 
utilities. 

In each class a minimum price 
of 2 to 4, or possibly 5 points under 
July 30 prices will be fixed. There 
will be no quotations except for 
actual sales, thus doing away with 
all bid and asked prices. Official 
lists of transactions will be issued 
at frequent intervals under the su- 
pervision of the special committee 
of five. Arrangements to meet the 
new bond market were under way 
today. An enlarged space had been 
set aside on the trading floor and 
telephonic commrugication with bro- 
kerage offices was being restored. 
There will be every facility for the 
rapid transmission of busiress, but

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view, today says: 

“Indications pointed to a successful 
resumption of bond trading on Saturday 
under the terms of the resolution 
adopted by the Stock Exchange Gov- 
ernors yesterday. 

“The news that the exchange would 
reopen for bond trading brought a good 
deal of business from out-of-town points 
to the large Wall street houses, which 
have done little or no business since 
August. There were indications of fair- 
ly good investment support. 

“If the trading on the floor equals 
the volume of business done by the nd 
houses at private sale, the dealings will 
be fairly impressive. There was a g 
inquiry today for the high-grade issues, 
and although the business did not come 
up to that often seen at this time of 
year, it was evident that a good many 
investors had been attracted by the 
news that the exchange would reopen 
for business, even on a limited scale. 
Apart from the interest taken in the 
announcement by intending purchasers, 
the move had a good sentimental effect 
upon the whole financial situation. There 
were many conjectures as to how soon 
it would be possible to reopen the ex- 
change for regular business in both 
stocks and bonds. These discussions 
were premature, however, although it is 
recognized that if the test arranged for 


experiment may be carried further, so 
that before many weeks it may be pos- 
sible for Wall street to do a full day’s 
business in the regular way. 
Interest in the reopening of the ex- 
change brought a good many inqutries 
from various cities, asking what the 
chances for full resumption were, and 
if just safeguards had n adopted to 
prevent foreign liquidation. on a large 
scale. These queries excited some amuse- 
ment, as it was taken for granted that 
the situation had been properly safe- 
guarded. 

No Poel to Be Formed. 
“It was evident, however, that there 
was no need of a money pool being 
formed to make advances to purchasors 
of bonds. The chief reason why this 
was not necessary was that the banks 
made large offerings of both call and 
time money, so that it was possible to 
obtain almost any loans today for 5 
per cent. That rate was named for 
most of the accommodations applied for, 
and it was clear that the borrowers 
were at last getting the upper hand in 
the loan market. Not much money was 
offered here by out-of-town lenders, 
but such as was put out was at the low 
rate of the day. 
Nothing official was given out re- 
garding the action of the Clearing 
House Loan Committee, respecting the 
outstanding loan certificates, but the in- 
dications were that the committee here 
would soon follow the example of the 
committees at Chicago and Philadel- 
phia, in asking the banks to retire their 
certificates within a short time. 
“This action appears to be probable, 
in view of the very easy conditions pre- 
vailing in the money markét, and the 
new discount facilities provided by the 
Federal reserve banks. 
“Although the new regional banks 
have been in business only a few days. 
their influence has been pronounced. 
and the indications are that before long 
they will begin to do a large discount 
business. 
“Advices from Western markets indi- 
cated that the organization of the re- 
gional banks, especially those in the 
central reserve cities of New York, Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, had been helpful 
in enlarging the demand for high-grade 
commercial paper. 


Banks Buy Paper.

“It is difficult to reconcile the Broom- 
hall statement that Argentine cables 
indicate a wheat surplus for export of 
about 120,000,000 bu, with his cable of 
same date saying climatic conditions 
generally not favorable for the best de- 
velopment of wheat and oats. 

The Argentine wheat acreage this 
year is officially reported at 15,474,000 
acres. The average Argentine yield in 
recent years, including the phenomenal 
crop of 1907, has been only about 10 bu 
per acre, and around nine bu Is now a 
fair average yield, excluding the one 
big year referred to. 

‘‘Advices so far this year show that 
the season has not been especially fa- 
vorable and complaints of too much rain 
in the northern district have been fre- 
quent, while frost damage is admitted 
in practically all reports during the 
past month. 

“Under such conditions a crop of 
around 150,000,000 seems about all that 
leaving 2 
8 Of 75, 000, 000 to 80,000,000 bu for 
export. 

Last year’s crop was estimated at 
198,000,000 bu by the Government and at 
about 166,000,000 by private authorities, 
but the exports have been only about 
37,000,000 bu, giving conclusive evidence 
that the crop was overestimated by ev- 
eryone. 

“To furnish an export surplus of 120. 
000,000 bu it would be necessary to raise 
practically 200,000,000 bu, and to do this 
would require a yield almost equal to 
that of 1907, when conditions were fa- 
vorable in every district, and at all 
times during the growth of the crop.“

CHICAGO, Nov. 2%.—Estimates that 
the Argentina exportable surplus would 
be as much as 120,000,000 bushels counted 
against the bulls today in wheat.
